Solar System.

In the following article some 
of the main problems of solar 
astronomy are discussed. 


(By A Special Correspondent). 


The sun is the first source of 
all our weather, ‘Its changing 
radiation kas sent Europe ice 
ages in the past and, millions.of 
years: hence, will no doubt send 
us ice ages again: It gives us 
life and food and, as a@ minor 
adjunct to civilisation, long- 
distance radio reception. 

Even our eyes Show the determining j 
influence of the sun. They are adapt- 
ed to see with the ald of precisely 
those wavelengths in which the sun's 
radiation is richest—not, for'example, 
with ultra-violet’ ‘rays, . infra-red 
wares, or X-rays. 

And soon or lite, sa astronomers be- 
lieve, ‘the sun will most likely ex- 
plode, as other stars have been seen 
to do, bringing fiery death to the 
earth, 

The sun, therefore, however, reluct- 
tnt-he-muy -be-to-disclose-hts-internal 
economy, is a personality who cannot 
be ignored. How much, it is natural 
to ask, do we know for certain about 
the sun? How -much more can we 
guess? How is our Icnowledge ob- 
tained?” . : : 

A total eclipsé¢ provides a special, 
and in many ways unique, opportunity 
of studying the sun, but it is by no 
means the only way in which as- 
tronomers can acquire information, 

GREAT HEAT RESERVOIR 
-'The sun's temperature, for example, 
can be: taken in two different ways, 
one depending on estimates .of the 
total energy radiated, the other on tha 
distribution of this energy among 
different wavelengths. There js agree- 
ment that the radiating surface of the 
sun must be at a temperature of some 
11-12,000 degrees, « 

The temperature ot the centre of 
tha: sun, by-contrast, is estimated to 
be as high ag 50 to 100 million degrees, 
This is the sun’s heat reservoir, main- 
tained, as It is now believed, by the 
annuel transformation of 130 million

Then there 
comes to mind the subjugation by 
the Turks of the Balkan peoples, 
and their revival after four.cen- 
turies of pitiless tyranny, Por- 
tugal, too, way for more than 
two generations'subject to Spain.

“the story of Italy herself for a 
thousand years? Her return to 
full natiomal life «was effected 
only ‘within living memory."

For more than 20 years children 


and adults have been sent to Phil- 
adelphia for examinations and opern- 
tions requiring use of: the broncho- 


scope. Many physicians regard Phil- 


adelphia as the bronchoscop!¢ centre 
of the world. 


Thirtcen-year-old Kelvin Rodgers 
of Melbourne, ‘Australia, is expec 
in Philadelphia about the middle of 
July. He will be treated at 
Temple University Clinic where Dr. 
Chevalier Jackson will attempt to re- 
move an inch-long packing nail which 
hus been embedded in his lung for 
more than o year. 


The bronehoscope, which was in- 
vented nearly 32 years ago by. Dr. 
Jackson, has reduced the mortality 
rate among children who swallow 
foreign objects from 90 per cent, to

ADAPTED FROM LARYNGOSCOPE 


The life-saving instrument ‘Is an 
adaption and perfection of the. endo- 
scople Instrument brought into use by 
the first laryngoscope which was In- 
vented fi» 1954 by Don Munuel Garela 
Spanish singing teacher. who watch: 
‘the vocal chord action of his puplis by 
means of a lighted ‘tube. ae 


Tho invention has been used with- 
out improvements by vocal teachers 
since that time.

(By A Special Correspondent). 


The sun is the first source of 
all our weather.: Its changing 
radiation has sent Europe — ice 
ages in the past and, millions of 
years hence, will no.doubt send 
us ice ages again. It gives us 
life and food ‘and, as a° minor 
adjunct to civilisation, long- 
distance radio reception. ° 
. Even our eyes show the determining 
influence of the sun. They are adapt- 
ed to see with the aid of preciscly 
those wavelengths in which the sun’s 
radiation.is richest—not, for example, 
with ultra-violet rays, infra-red 
waves, or: X-rays, 

And soon or Inte, so astronomers be- 
Neve, the sun will most likely cx- 
plode, as other stars have been seen 
to do, bringing flery death to the 
earth, - 

The. sun, therefore, however, rcluct~ 


economy, is a personality who cannot 
be Ignored. How much, it Js natural 
to asi, do'we know for certain about 
the sun? How much more can we 
gucss? How is our Knowledge ob- 
tained? 

-A total eclipse provides a special, 
and in many ways unique, opportunity 
of jstudying the sun, but it is by-no 
means the only way In which  as- 
tronomers can acquire information.. 

GREAT HEAT RESERVOIR 

The sun's temperature, for example, 
can be taken in two different ways, 
one depending on estimates of thu 
total energy radiated, the other on tha 
distribution of this energy 
different wavelengths. There is agree 
ment that the radiating surface of. the 
sun must beat a temperature of seme 
11-12,000 degrees. 

The temperature ‘at the ecentre of 
the sun, by contrast, Is estimated to 
be as high as 50 to 100 million deprecs, 
This is the sun's heat reservoir, muin- 
tained, as It Is nowd believed, .by the 
annual transformation. of 130 million 
million tons of matter Into ener 

From records of other stars It ap- 
penrs that the .sun has reached’ a 
relatively advanced stage of Its evolu- 
tion. It was passed far, If this is the 
correct interpretation of stellar history 
from the “diffuse giant! stage repre- 
sented by the star “Betelgeuse.”; On 
the other hand, it has-a long way to 
uo yet before it can-reach the possibly 
ultimate compactness of “Sirius A,” 
with its astonishing ‘density of two 
tons weight per. ‘matchbox-ful of 


star, : 
‘LIGHT ANALYSIS 
For knowledge of what the sun is 
made of, astronomers ure again de- 
pendent on light-anulysis. ‘Mostly, it 
appears, to be’ made of hydrogen, 
although some 70 out of the 92 ditfer- 
ent chemical alements known on earth 
have been identified in its atmosphere. 
It is also possible; by taking photo- 
graphs of the sun in light. of a single 
wavelength to watch Individual layers 
uf its atmosphere separately, and to 
obtain records of Violent disturbances 

which could not otherwise be seen. - 

Observations of sunspots, coupled 
with another form ‘of Hght- analysis, 
enable the;sun’s specd of rotatlon to 
be reduced.. At the Equator. the 
period of rotation is about 24 2-3 days, 
At a latitude of GO degrees, corres 
ponding with that of the Shetland

FUTURE OF 
ETHIOPIA 

Tn one of His recent: utternnces 
onthe Malain omilitary victory, 
Sipmor Mussolini declared that 
Fithiopia was dead, and that the 
country would for ever remain 
part of | the Italian , Empire. 
That, of course, remains to be 
seen. For centuries, ' Ethiopia 
has’ had a national life, but, ac- 
cording to the Duce, it has died 
overnight, as it were. . History, 
‘however, tends to show that Em- 
pires ‘which have endured have 


| been of slaw growth, and that the 


time comes when even these may 
dissolve and give place to some- 
thing new. If we tuke the case 
of «Poland, whose nationality 
swag declared to have been utterly 


destroyed more-than~a~ century: 


and half ago, we find that to-day 
it is in vigorous independent’ be- 
ing once again, Then there 
comes to mind the subjugation by 
the Turks of the Balkan peoples, 
and their revival after four cen- 
turies ‘of pitiless tyranny. Por- 
tugal, too, was for more than 
two generations'subject to Spain. 
And what, for that matter, wis 
the story of Italy herself for a 
thousand years? Her return to 
full national life was effected 
only ‘within Living’ memory. . It 
is not twenty years‘since the fall 
of Germany as a great Power, 
never to rise again, was forecast. 
But to-day we see a new and more 
vital Gormany ‘arising on the 
ashes.of the old’ Empire, It has 
well been said. that wars of con- 
quest have been more éphemeral 
in their effects than wars of 
liberation; . that the soul of a 
people ‘is the least destructible of 
its assets, and resurrection;rather 
than death its ultimate consum- 
mation. So, ..when Mussolini 
talks ‘so glibly about Ethiopia 
remaining for ever a part of the 
Itulian Empire, it- would be well 
to contemplate the future twenty, 
fifty or a hindred years hence, 
and consider whether it is likely
